That it may be Enafted; fee it (£naS;Ci3 by the KING’S 

Moft Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Confenf of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
III this prefent Parliament ailembled, and by the Authority of the 
lame.
